Indian- Mcki.kks n Iowa.— By the letter below 
our readers will learn that a terrible murder of 
white settlers has taken place in the northwestern 
part of Iowa. Twenty bodies of the slain had al- 
ready been counted. The letter is as follows: 

Fort Dodgk, la., March 23. 

Dkar Sin: This town is in a perfect blaze of ex- 
citement. For two months pa-;t, report* of depre- 
dations by the Indians have been received here, but 
occasioned no alarm. Yesterday, however, some 
residents from the vicinity of Spirit Lake, in Dicken- 
son county, arrived here, bringing the intejftj»aiee 
that >oui'i forty persons were missing, and fEKthe 
bodies of fourteen had been found lifeless and muti- 
lated. 

Three companies of volunteers, raised in Webster 
City and this place, will start to-morrow morning 
to hunt the murderers. The Sioux, Chippewas, and 
Winnebagoes denv any connection with these 
dreadful acts; and Major W. Williams, Indian agent 
at this point, says that the villains are criminals 
who have l»een lianished the several triltes. 

Ainonjr the families known to be killed are those 
of Mr. Howe (consisting of seven persons), Mr. 
Gardiner's, Mr. Lucas's, and Mr. Mattocks'*. But 
fourteen bodies had been found when the messengers 
left, the residents being fearful to search for their 

Pi.cxderisg a Steamship. — Panama papers 
contain some particulars respecting the robbery of 
the R. M. steauiship, New Grenada, by the Peru- 
vian war vessels. The New Grenada was on her 
passage from Callao to Panama: 

While stopping at Huanchaco she was boarded by 
the revolutionary Peruvian vessels of war, Loa and 
Tutubs, and the sum of $8*2,000, together with some 
cases of accoutrements, were taken forcibly from 
her by the Vivanco party.

TRIAL OF THE REV. MR. KALLOCH. 

Boston, Thursday, April 2, 1857. 
Third Day. — The trial of Mr. Kallocb was resum- 
ed at Cambridge this morning. The defendant oc- 
cupied a seat near his counsel. He exhibited a 
confident mien, and shook hands with many of his 
friends. 

A plan of the room occupied by Mr. Kalloch and 
his female companion at the Lechmere Hou?e was 
exhibited to the jury. Three witnesses were then 
examined for the prosecution, but their testimony- 
was merely relative to the defendant's presence at 
the hotel and in the lecture room, and threw no new 
light uj o i tiie criminal charge. The prosecuting 
attorney tlieu inquired of defendant's counsel if 
the v intended to hold him to prove that on the 5th 
of .January last Mr. Kalloch was a married man, 
having a lawful wife other than the woman in his 
company at the Cragie House. 

Mr. Dana, fur the defendant, conceded the fact, 
remarking, "Mr. Kalloch requests me to say that he 
is proud to say that he is a married man, and that 
there is a Mrs. Kalloch; also tlut she would be here 
after these foul and false details are done with, 
which are unfitting for a lady to hear, aud will be 
found sitting alongside her husband." 

The fact that the woman with Mr. Kalloch on the 
night in question was not his wife was also admit- 
ted. With the admission of these two facts the 
prosecution rested the case. About sixty witnesses 
were then sworn for the defense, mostly in regard 
to character. The driver of the carriage which con- 
veyed the defendant and woman to the hotel was 
examined as to time, etc. 

Mrs. Harriet Hasty, a visitor at defendant's house, 
testiried that a woman, whom she did not know, ar- 
rived at the house on the afternoon of the 5th of 
January. Defendant was absent at the time, but 
came iu shortly after the woman did. She left in a 
carriage with defendant to attend the lecture. Un- 
derstood her name to be Steen. 

Deacon Merrill, of the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church, detailed the statements made by Mr. Bai- 
ley, landlord of the hotel, at an interview he had 
with him on the alleged criminality of Mr. Kalloch. 
The witness acted as an agent of the Trustees of the 
Tremont Temple. The interview was to elicit facts. 
Mr. Bailey required much urging to speak at all on 
the matter, and the statements be made to witness 
did not so fully implicate Mr. Kalloch as the testi- 
mony he (Bailey) gave on the stand. 

The Court adjourned without finishing with Dea- 
con Merrill. 

Mrs. Kalloch, a very handsome and ladylike per- 
son, was in the court-room a part of the afternoon, 
and occupied a seat near her husband.

Honkv Lot usT fou Posts, — A correspondent in 
Chattanooga wishes to know if hvntylociut will an- 
swer for posts. It is not at all suitable for this fur- 
pose, being less durable ia the ground than common 
red btech. When straight-grained, it is sometimes 
made into rails, but even to this purpose it is not 
well-adapted, being heavy and not very durable. 

An IiitnoR— Corn Pi-antix«. — It is » mistake 
that some agricultural journals are making to rec- 
ommend early plaining indiscriuiinately, and with- 
out noting the exceptions. 

The farmer of course will think for himself — will 
use his agricultural paper to suggest thoughts and 
plans for his own acceptance or rejection, and not 
as an oracle by which he is to be led captive at an- 
other's will. 

Hence, wrong advice is not in all case* verv 

harmful. We verily believe that the worst agricul- 
tural paper that could be concocted would do some 
good— would be worth more, in the absence of bet- 
ter journals, than its cost— because it would lead to 
thought — would sharpen the farmer's powers of ob~ 
servation and reflection. * * J 

Still wrong advice may prove injurious t* tatae. 
The young, inexperienced farmer mi>;ht be Bulled. 
Take, as an instance, the indiscriminate recommen- 
dation to plant early. It is good advice, so far a* 
it is sound. The oats will be heavier if the seed is 
sown about as soon as Jack Frost lets uo his hold 
of the ground; potatoes, taking a succession of years, 
oftener do well with earlv than late planting; wmler 
wheat is on the whole more likely to escape its ene- 
mies and mature heavily with earlv than with late 
sowing. It is so with crops generally; and then the 
enterprising farmer loves to see his \»ork done io 
good time — would ruther drive his work than he 
driven by it. 

But how is it with Indian corn? Does the ear- 
liest planting always give the Vst crop? So. 
Planting at the right time gives the best result. 
And when is the right time? It is important to 
know, for, when that time comes, not a moment ia 
to be lost. Corn is a tropical plant; it loves a great 
deal of heat and but a moderate degree of mois- 
ture; it will flourish only in tropical countries, or 
those which have the summer of tmpie-il climates. 
L'nder favorable circumstances, it grows rapidly. 
Three months will carry it from germination be- 
yond the danger of injury by frost, provided the 
weather be warm and not over" wet. Withont these 
favoring circumstances, it "irets contrary," so to 
speak, and won't grow. These are essential to its 
tropical nature. There is hardly a more important 
problem for the corn gTower than to hit upon the 
time for planting, when the seed will come ui th 
or four days, and then grow "right on" 
stopping. 

Wheat, rye, oats, almost anything else, will wait 
for growing' weather, without "injnry to the fin.il re- 
sult. Not so with corn. The farmer must give it 
the three hottest months in our climate, so nearly 
as his judgement will enable him. 

The true advice with regard to this crop is, not 
to plant early; but as soon as the ground is warm 
and there is a reasonable hope of its continuing so, 
not to lose a moment.— Ptow Aoom, ami Anrti. 



Way to Exchangk Potatoes.. — ifestrt. Edi- 
tors: Some time in April Ust, I wrote an article for 
the Cultivator on "Early Potatoes." Soon after it 
appeared, I received a letter from Gurdon Evans, 
Esq., of Oswego, N. Y., containing a thin paring 
from the seed or sprontend of the potato, which he 
called "June Kussett," with a request that I would 
send him in the same way a like piece of an "Early 
Carter," which I did. 

Owing to the miscarriage of the latter, it being 
directed Huntington, S. H., the piece of potato, 
when I received it, was very much dried and shriv- 
eled, and resembled a piece of bacon rind, much 
more than it did a piece of potato. But I planted 
it, and received as a product eight good sized pota- 
toes — the four largest weighing over one and a half 
pounds. 

Owing to the lateness of planting, or rather the 
slow process of its sprouting and growth, I have no 
means of deciding how early the variety is; but the 
yield I consider very remarkable, considering the 
doubtful appearance of the seed. I have cooked 
one of the potatoes, and find it middling as to quali- 
ty. I shall plant the remainder this spring. 

I make this statement more particularly, to show 
with what ease we can send or receive the seed of 
any new or valuable variety of potato, even where 
quite a distance intervenes.— Boston Cultivator. 



Seed Cor* from Small Emd or Ear. — G. W. 
Coffin, of Duchess county, New York, after six 
years' careful experiment, has been compelled, 
against all former notions, to believe that corn for 
seed is best when taken from the small end of the 
ear. He says that with like treatment it has out- 
vielded that from other portions of the ear in every 
instance where care was taken to select those that 
were well rounded over at the little end, the increase 
reaching as high in some instances as 22 bushels of 
ears per acre. 

Take Ur ahdRf.pi. vnt. — AH perennial flowering 
plants, roses, &c, flower much more freely and \kt- 
fect, if they are taken up, their roots and tops pruned 
in, the ground thoroughly dug, then replanted, say 
once in two or three years. — Ohio Farmer. 

Mignoxette. — The common Mignonette is an an- 
nual, well known, and much prized for iu fragrance 
and beauty in forming bouquets. It is perhaps not 
generally known that its fragrance ia very' much en- 
hanced when irrown on poor soil. — Ohio Farvur.

Orn Relations with China. — The confident 
tone of the annexed letter of Ion, the facilities pos- 
sessed by the writer, together with his usually cau- 
tious character, authorize us to assign to his import- 
ant statements an official inspiration. As to the 
polirv adopted or proposed by our Government in I 
relation to the present complications of Chinese af- , 
fairs, our knowledge of the nature and condition of 
tho.-e affairs, and of the eventual objects contempla- 
ted by other powers, is too imperfect to justify us in i 
expressing any distinct opinion on the subject. ] 
There is only one point on which we would venture ' 
now to speak with any decision touching our rela- ! 
tions w ith China, and that is as to the residence of i 
a Ut-presentativc near its Government. Hitherto ! 
the policy of the Chinese has not permitted a for- 
eign minister to reside at the capital, and Mr. Gush- 
ing, w hen some years ago our commissioner to China, i 
could not, with all his efforts, obtain even perniis- | 
sion to visit it. Now, it is understood, the privilege 
has been accorded to one of the great j»wers of Eu- 
rope to have a resident minister at Pekin, and, if 
• I;. : i>e the case, it strikes us that, if our Govern- 
ment thinks proper to be represented by a diplomatic 
agent at all. we should insist on his l>eing accredited 
to the Supreme Government at the capital: 

"Washington, April L 
"For the last two or three days considerable at- 
tention has been given by the President and Secreta- 
ry of State to our relations with China. Though 
we have avoided any cooperation with the British in 
their hostile demonstrations against China, yet we 
have been forced into collision with the Chinese au- 
thorities in consequence of the insults offered by the 
commanding officer of a Chinese fort to our'flag. 
The insult was resented by our naval force in a very 
gallant manner, and the forts were destroyed. This 
was, by the way, the first occasion on which the new 
shot and shell practice for our navy, and belonging 
solely to our service, were ever tried in action, ana 
their efficiency was most satisfactorily tested; for 
they smashed everything that was in their way. 

"This difficulty was settled, for the time at* least, 
by a most satisfactory and ample apology in writing 
from tlte Governor of Canton, who disavowed the 
hostile act of the Captain of the fort. It is said 
that our force, having prepared for action, did not 
wait the full time that had been given to the Chinese 
Governor for an apology, but anticipated the hour 
by well aimed broadsides against the fort. As the 
matter stands we have no special cause of quarrel 
with John Chinaman, and have no reason to unite 
with the British and French Governments in a cru- 
sade against the Celestials. Besides, it is contrary 
to our general policy to entangle ourselves with for- 
eign collisions, whether offensive or defensive. 

"The British would be of course very glad of our co- 
operation in the war which they have commenced, 
and have heretofore urged upon this Government 
and our Minister in China the expediency of a joint 
effort of the American, French, and British com- 
manders to force their way to Pekin, the capital, 
sad there insist upon the establishment in that city 
of direct diplomatic intercourse with the Emjteror 
of China, instead of negotiating through the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canton. 

'•This policy was repudiated by the bite administra- 
tion, ana, as I learn, finds still less favor with the 
present. The imprudent and unauthorized act of 
our consul at Hong-Kong in participating in tbe 
British assault on Canton, and entering the city 
with the British troops and bearing in his own hands 
the American flag, was rebuked by Mr. Marcy, and 
is equally censured by the present administration. 
If the fact prove to be so, the consul will be dis- 
aussed. Tbe act of the consul was well calculated 
to provoke hostilities, and it is needless to say that 
no consul or other officer has a right to commit his 
' i the world on so important a sub- 



A Man in the Rami* or Niagara!— His Res- 
cue.— On Monday morning of last week a in ,n 
named E. C. Taylor, a resident of West Wlnfield, 
Herkimer county, descended the bank of the Niag- 
ara river, near the great Suspension Bridge, proba- 
bly for the -purpose of viewing the bridge from be- 
low." On reaching the bottom he slipped, and fell 
into the water, just above the bridge, and when dis- 
covered was thirty or forty rods below the bridge, 
near the shore, rolling over and over, borne along 
by the resistless current, until he caught hold of a 
large rock, and after some fruitless struggles suc- 
ceeded m reaching the top. The alarm was imme- 
diately given in the neighborhood, and it was soon 
decided there was no way of reaching him but by 
means of a rbpe ladder. This was immediately pro- 
cured, and the man was in due time rescued, after 
having climbed up the rope ladder, which was three 
hundred feet long. The excited multitude bore him 
on their shoulders when he reached the top. We 
glean these particulars from a letter published hi 
the Kocbester Democrat of Wednesday morning.

An ordinance of this Board, regulating the grad- 
ing, paving, and curbing of streets, alleys, and side- 
walks, having been amended by the Commou Coun- 
cil, was concurred in and passed as amended. Yeas

On motion of Alderman Burton, the Committee 
on Public Works was discharged from the further 
consideration of a petition from Mrs. J. W. Camp- 
bell. 

Also a resolution from the Common Council, di- 
recting the Mavor to advertise for proposals and 
contract for re-building the Broadway bridge. 

And a claim of $296 50, in favor of II. R. Tun- 
stall.

Free Negroes in Savannah. — Among other 
incentives to fanatical hate recently applied by Rev. 
Mr. Cheever to his congregation in New York was 
a charge that free negroes are sold almost daily in 
Savannah, in payment of a tax levied upon their 
persons by the State. This statement is thus met 
by the Savannah Republican: 

In Georgia free negroes are subject by law to a 
certain tax, which nine-tenths of them, probably, 
pay without a murmur. There are certain lazy 
characters, however, who fail to pay their tax, and 
have no property out of which it can be made by 
the collector. To meet these latter cases, the law 
provides that the delinquent shall be sold into tem- 
porary servitude until he shall have earned a suffi- 
cient amount to pay the just demands of the State. 
In other words, he is simply hired for the use of the 
State until he works out the debt, which done, he is 
remanded to his former condition. This is all just 
and right and attended with neither hardship nor 
cruelty to the negro. Though free negroes are fre- 
quently advertised, it is a rare occurrence for the 
sale to take place; the party, in almost every in- 
stance, when brought to the pinch, raises the money 
and redeems himself from the officers of the law. 

The statement that four or five sales of free ne- 
groes have already taken place for their taxes of 
1856 is entirely false. 

iJsTWho will say, after reading the item below, 
that Sue's "Mysteries of Paris" are fictions. A 
river thief was shot and killed in New York the 
other night, and his body carried to his home, where 
the following scene occurred: 

By permission the body was taken from the sta- 
tion-house to the residence of the deceased's father, 
where a wake was held upon it. At five o'clock the 
body lay stretched on the third floor of a dilapidated 
rookery in Mission-place, Five Points. It was 
placed" upon a rough pine board, near the only win- 
dow of a room hegrimmed with smoke and almost 
devoid of furniture. Everything around bespoke 
poverty, most squalid even for the Five Points. 

About the corpse stood some two dozen ragged 
and rum-bloated women, and two or three miserable 
looking men. One of the women, whose "cry" was 
loudest and most prolonged, held in her arms an in- 
fant. She seemed considerably under the influence 
of liquor, and, when asked what relation she bore 
to tbe deceased, she turned suddenly round, and, 
placing the infant astride the corpse, answered, "I am 
nis step-mother, sure, and God knows I never be- 
grudged him the bit or sup he ate, poor fellow, when 
he came, which in troth was noc often!" She spoke 
in a loud and husky voice, and with a strong brogue. 
She then pulled back the sheet from the body, as if 
anxious to show the fatal wound on the breast. The 
miserable mourners looked sullenly on, in quiet — 
but the moment we left renewed their lamentations.

Slowly but steadily the work upon this road has 
been progressing for the year past, and with an en- 
ergy, limited indeed, but much more productive in 
its results than is generally known to our citizens. 
A trip along the line would, do more to dissipate the 
ignorance of those, who have not seen, than any 
statements we could make in figures. But for the 
benefit of those, who cannot see for themselves, we 
will fstate: Between Gallatin and Saundersville, 
two-thirds the graduation are now completed. Be- 
tween Gallatin and Manscoe's Creek three-fifths the 
grading and bridge and culvert masonry are done; 
and, by the first day of May next, more than half 
the entire work between our town and Nashville 
will hare been finished. And this contemplates on- 
ly the very small forces now occupied on the road. 
So even at this rate of progress, the period of 
railway communication between Gallatin and the 
State Capitol is not so very remote — in spite of

But for these facts, we 
AiOuld consider it much the most valuable of the 
two; and, a.* it has the advantage of exactly suiting 
the taste of the horse, we should grow it for horses 
if we kept no cows. Horses require some succulent 
food in early spring. If they have been kept on dry 
; all winter, they frequently suffer much from 
:ss and a general lassitude, appearing dull 
and feveri>h, sometimes for many weeks, in the first 
weather cf spring, before the grass puts up.

he Uble, and others for stock. 
For the Uble, the beat kind we have ever seen were 
a seed distributed by the Patent Office 
It is a French carrot of a rich orange 
r, and of a long oval sliape. They are very 
as they do not run off into u long tap- 
root, we should think them valuable as a ricld crop, 
as they are much leas labor to harvest than the long- 
rooted kinds. We do not rememUr what name 
they bore, but have seen the same kind descried in 
Downing's Horticulturist many years ago. We 
hope anyone who may have received this kind will 
save some for seed. From a small experiment made 
last year, we think it likely this variety would pro- 
duce well if sowed broadcast on clean, well-prepared 
land. 

The soil for carrots, as indeed all root crops, 
should be rich and deep. It should be got into the 
finest possible condition by repeated plowing, har- 
rowing, and dragging or rolling. The seed should 
be planted in drills to 3 feet apart, and. as soon 
as the plants are large enough to mark the rows, 
they should be ridged back with hoes. They will 
probably require a second hand-working before they 
are large enough to run the cultivator through the 
rows, after which they require but little attention; 
though, if the soil is at all tenacious and liable to 
settle close after a rain, it would be of great service 
to run a subsoil plow each side of the rows as deep 
a 6 it can be made to enter. At the seeond hand- 
working, when the plants are well set, if too thick 
i n the row, they may be chopped out w ith a narrow 
hoe so that they will stand in the row 4 to 8 inches 
apart. If not thinned by hand, they w ill grow sev- 
eral together instead of one; but, as hand-thinning 
i > laborious, this is of no great importance, as they 
grow very well in tui- way, though not so large as 
if they stood singly. 

The great difficulty in growing this crop is oc- 
casioned by its slow growth at first; at this period, 
therefore, it require* especial care to prevent the 
rows from becoming foul, for should the grass or 
weeds get the start of the crop, it is in a most hope- 
less condition, hand weeding being the only reme- 
dy. We have knowu the weeds kept down by 
dragging a hand rake along the rows, and if the 
aeed come up well, this is a good plan, as sorae 
of the plants will also l>e destroyed with the weeds, 
thus making it less laborious to thin with the hoc 
afterwards. Next to the oval kiud before spoken 
of, we consider the long orange carrot the l>est for 
all purposes; indeed, it may be better than that kind, 
but, from a small experiment made last year, we 
set a high value upon it. Rich, deep soil, and, 
clean culture, will insure a crop of carrots, amply 
repaying all cost and labor. 

Carrots should not be taken up till late in the fall, 
as they make considerable growth after the first cold 
month of the season. They are sometimes plowed 
out, but if the roots are very long they cannot be 
got out in this way without much loss. They 
are easily pulled by hand after throwing the earth 
from the rows with a two-horse plow. Tliey keep 
pretty well in the ground, but we do not advise this 
plan, as they are difficult to get at w hen wanted 
through the winter. 

They may be gathered and put up into piles of con- 
venient size, and covered w ith earth or put into a 
cellar, where they are ready for use at all times. If 
buried in the earth the tops may l>e cut off; if kept 
in a cellar, unless placed in very large piles, the tops 
may be kept on, as they are relished by stock, and 
keep pretty well. 

Where labor is less of an object than breadth of 
land, carrots may be planted in rows 12 to 10 inches 
apart; in some parts of the country- this plan is prac- 
ticed, but we apprehend that in the southwest the 
I plan is that which admits of horse 



agree with me in this: if not, just try the experi- 
ment and l>e satisfied.

EXTERIMKXTS IX MASl KINCi KOR POTATOES, &C 

During the past summer I apportioned u large 
piece of land with the view of testing the value of 
certain hand manures as fertilizers in comparison 
with stable dung. The following is the result of 
some of the experiments, which were couducted 
under my own supervision, and can therefore be re- 
lied on as correct: 

The mauures used were — guano, soot, superphos- 
phate of lime, potash, nitrate of potash, nitrate of 
soda, sulphate of magnesia, and stable dung; all of 
which were of the best quality that could l>e pro- 
cured from town, and consequently the cost of cart- 
age is added, so that the reader mav see at a glance 
the total cost of each, to which 1 solicit his most at- 
tentive consideration. 
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On examining the alove Uble, it will l>e seen, in 
plot 1, what the laud did produce without the as- 
sistance of manure. All the ground was in that con- 
dition previous to experimenting. 

Plot L — The superphosphate of lime had a ten- 
dency to increase the quantity of tubers, but there 
were more small ones in this plot than in any of the 
others. The oulv other advantage in using this 
manure is the improvement in the flavor of the po- 
tato. 

In plot 3, the tutors were large and even. The 
soot was sown broadcast previously to flat-ltoeing. 
The color of the foliage was changed to a l>eautiful 
dark green in a few hours after its application; doubt- 
less owing to the ammonia contained in the soot. 
In all my experiments on the potato I have found 
soot increase the si/-e and produce. It is a most 
valuable manure, and ought to lie more generally 
used by the farmer for most of his crops, either by 
itself as a top-dressing or in a mixture with earth 
and dung, but the first is much the liest way of using 
it. I have no doubt that, had the same value of 
vraic ashes l»een substituted for the superphosphate, 
a much bea\ k-r crop would have Wen the result. 

Plot 4. — An improvement on plot L 

Plot S. — The vraic and guano did not produce the 
result anticipated. The disease commenced early in 
this plot, and, aided by a dry easterly wind, the 
MfcMp was destroyed before their growth was per- 
fected. Other circumstances induce me to think 
that vraic is a manure too cold and wet for the well- 
doing of the potato. They did not come up so soon 
as in the other plots, although planted at the same 
time. 

Plot 6.— These were also longer breaking through 
the soil, and at the period of taking up were half of 
"seased. The remainder were 



As a means of giving the young plants a chance to 
keep ahead of the weeds, the seeds may be sprouted 
slightly before planting, but this is an operation re- 
quiring much care, as they will be injured if the 
sprouts put out long enough to be broken off in 
planting. To sprout the seed, pour warm water 
upon them, which strain off after a few hours; put 
them into a bag large enough to allow the seed to 
•pread out rather thin, and cover the bag with sods, 
in a sunny place. As soon as the sprouts begin to 
•bow themselves plant the seed. 

With proper culture in suitable soil the yield of 
carrots is enormous. At the late annual meeting 
of the New York Agricultural Society pre- 



crop of carrots was 1,600 bushels per acre. The 
following extract speaks of their value for horses: 

For two months past I have fed my two horses 
upon carrots and hay. My horses are in constant 
service on the road; and under this treatment they 
usually cone out at the end of the "pile" looking 
t»etter'than when they commenced. My dose is two 
quarts, morning, noon, and at night — four to each 
horse; thev have as much good, sweet Kuglish hay 
as they will eat, and cut, whether fed to them dry 
or otherwise. This latter I have always practiced 
since 1 have had the management of horses; and 1 
am satisfied that it is the cheapest and best way in 
which it can be given to the horse. There is no 
waste, and horses eat it better, and have more time 
to rest, which is quite an important consideration, 
when the horse is liable to be taken from the stable 
at any moment. I am satisfied there is no better 
w& y of feeding horses, nor is there any cheaper one, 
that I have ever tried, than the one mentioned. If 
there is, will not some person who knows please re- 
nort? I always cut them quite fine before using. 
Carrots are most excellent tV horses whose wind is 
in anv wav affected, such as the heaves, &c. Those 
who have tried them for this purpose will, I think, 
"*mX T- *"| 



them diseased. The remainder were excellent in 
flavor. 

Plot 7. — Tiiis crop was splendid in appearance and 
good in flavor. Very few small or diseased. That 
quantity of guano did not produce so much foliage 
as I expected. Possibly, it might be owing to the 
greater distance allowed from plant to plant, to pre- 
vent their being drawn. Indeed, when any soil 
is heavily manured, the distance of the plants is 
point of the utmost importance, particularly 
a manure like guano, and to the overlooking" of this 
essential point may often be attributed the failure 
of a crop. 

Plots 8 and 9 produced a fine sample. 

Plot M was remarkablv tine and large, with verv 
few small or diseased, the foliage kept healthy to 
the last. Taking all things into consideration. I 
have not seen the like this season. 

The jsitatoes manured with sulphate of mag- 
nesia and nitrate of soda (al;out 75 lbs. of each per 
veravf) were large and extremely white, but watery 
and very bad flavored. These two manures I 
should not recommend to be used in the cultivation 
of the potato. The potash and nitrate of potash, 
tried in different plots, produced no result worth 
recording. I was somewhat disappointed in this, 
as the tuber is a potash plant, the stem and foliage a 
lime plant. However, I intend experimenting with 
these two manures next season in another way on 
the same description of crop, and I trust with better 
success. 

S Urate of Soda on Wheat. — The nitrate of soda 
had an astonishing effect on the wheat plant, causing 
a beautiful and luxuriant blade, with large ana 
heavy grain. The change in the color of the plant 
was perceptible in '24 hours after the application. 
The quantity used was 50 lbs. per rergee, w ithout 
any other manure, applied in Starch. The cost of 
this manure was i'ls {»er cwt. 

Superphosphate of Urne for Root Crop*. — Although 
superphosphate of lime was but of slight service as 
a manure to the potato, such was not the case when 
used for the growth of the carrot. I found that 2 
cwt. of superphosphate and 2 cwt. of guano per rer- 
gtf produced mucn finer roots than 1 got from land 
adjoining manured with 15 tons of the best stable- 
dung. Turnips also grew large and line with a 
dressing of 150 lbs. of superphosphate and 125 lbs. 
of guano. These two manures appear quite conge- 
nial to the tumip. It is better, however, to apply a 
larger quantity of superphosphate than of guano, 
as the latter has a tendency to produce too much fo- 
liage. 

A piece of land situated near me was, according 
to my direction (it being in very poor condition) 
dressed with five cwt. per cergie of superphosphate, 
and afterwards sown in yellow-bullock turnips. Tins 
has produced a crop that, for size and weight, will 
not be equalled in Jersey. 

Mangold-wurtzel, beet, and parsnips, roots of 

Ereat value to the farmer, will grow considerablv 
irgeron land manured with superphosphate and 
dung, than with a larger quantity of stable-dung 
alone; and from observations made during this year 
on the various crops grown in a large market garden 
with different manures, I am certain that superphos- 
phate of lime, judiciously applied, exercises an im- 
portant influence in the growth of these roots, and 
will not fad to give a satisfactory return. 

I/ow to Apply Artfficuil Manures. — To those unac- 
quainted with the use of artificial, or, as they are 
sometimes called, hand-manures, I may say that my 
experience in them leads me to think the following 
are the Ijest methods: 

Guano — for Potatoes, in two or three applications, 
when the young plants are just above the surface, 
and hoed m — for Turnips, sown broadcast and har- 
rowed in before sowing, that the seed may not come 
in contract— for Wheat, plowed in; if guano is sown 
in March or April, it is found to produce too much 



straw and light cars, but not otherwise — for Carrots 
and other root croiw, well mixed with the surface 
Boil, by thin plowing, and a good use of the harrow; 
then digged in. 

Soot— tor Potatoes, sown broadcast at the time of 
planting, and harrowed in; it assists iu darkening 
the soil and produces an earlier crop. 

Sitpeiphvsjthnte of lUme — for Turnips or for Wheat, 
for which it is a valuable manure, should be sown 
in drills with the seed, but where the drill-system is 
not adopted, it can be sown broadcast as soon as the 
land is prepared for the seed— for Carrots and other 
roots it inav be used in the same way as guano. It 
is supposed by some that superphospliate of lime, 
sown in drills with the seed, gives an impetus to the 
young plant, that it may grow away from the rava- 
ges of the black flea {Ilaltlca nrmorem). In my ex- 
perience I never found it a sufficient or even a par- 
tial remedy for the evil. Several times this sum- 
mer I had "large lieds in cabbage and turnip seeds, 
manured with superphosphate of lime. The quanti- 
ty of seed used was at the rate of 10 lbs. to the ver- 
gee. In consequence of the frequent failures, I 
used that quantity, thiuking to have sufficient left 
after the black flea; but no, three times I saw the 
beds destroyed in four hours; therefore, I question if 
there is any manure that can force vegetation out- 
doors to outgrow the ravages of this small but pow- 
erful pest. 

lionetliist — for Turnips, should be harrowed in l>e- 
foie the seed — for clover, inch-boncs are preferable, 
plowed in when preparing for wheat. If not done 
then, bonedust should be substituted and applied 
any time during winter and well rolled in. For any 
of the root crops it may be treated in the same way 
as guano, but previously to so doing it ought to lie 
made into a compost with earth and well moistened, 
some months previously to using. Further, any ma- 
nure having volatile salts should be applied during 
moist wealher; otherwise, a loss of the most valua- 
ble part is the consequence.
